May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit this, the Thirteenth Annual Report, in pursuance 
of the provisions of the Habitual Drunkards Act, 1879, and the Inebriates Act, 1898. 


Certified Inebriate Reformatory. 

The Certified Reformatory (St. Brigid’s) at Wexford for Roman Catholic females 
continues to be maintained at a proper standard of discipline and efficiency, and at 
each visit paid in 1916 the inmates were found clean, well kept, and industriously 
occupied. At the beginning of the year there were 30 patients on the Register of 
the Institution, including 1 case out on Licence. During the year 16 were admitted, 
17 were discharged on expiration of sentence, 1 owing to ill-health, and 3 were trans- 
ferred to the State Reformatory at Ennis, leaving 25 patients on the Register at the 
end of the year, all of whom were in residence. No patients were released on Licence 
during the year, and there is no change to record in the list of County and County 
Borough Councils which have made arrangements for the reception of cases sent 
from Courts within their districts. 

The statistics relative to the Institution will be found in Appendix A, and the- 
average cost of maintenance per patient during the year is shown in Appendix B. 

Inebriate Retreat. 

The management of The Lodge Retreat at Belfast during 1916 continued to be 
in every respect satisfactory, and the inmates in residence at each inspection were 
found contented, usefully employed, and well treated. At the beginning of 1916 
there were 17 patients on the Register. During the year 19 were admitted and 21 
were discharged — 19 on the expiration of the period for which they had undertaken 
to remain, and 2 owing to their physical condition rendering them unsuitable for 
treatment in the Institution — leaving 15 on the Register at the end of the year, all 
of whom were in residence. 

Particulars relative to The Retreat and its inmates are given in Tabular form 
in Appendix C.
